Victories over University of Rich- 
mond, 28 to 23, and Johns Hopkins 
University, 87 to 27, were registered 
by Oeorge Washington University’s 
basketeers during the past week, and 
a game was dropped to the strong 
Princeton aggregation by a score of 
36-17. Preceding the Richmond 
game Monday night the girl's quint 
vanquished Wilson Normal. 29 to 26. 

University of Richmond put up a 
stiff light Monday evening, scoring 
flrst on a field goal by Spose. O. W. 
U. followed up Immediately with a 
free throw and a Held goal to take 
the lead, which the team did not 
again relinquish during the game. 

Although G. W. WHS out in front 
only a couple of points toward tho 
end of the half. Coach Crum sent In 
four eubstltutes tor the last couple of 
minutes. The subs held Richmond’s 
regulars easily, and the score at the 
half was 13-10. Captoln Miller, of 
Richmond, was disquallfled for slug- 
ging Just before the end of the halt. 

Finished In Good Form 

In the second half Crum sent back 
hie regulars, but Richmond tightened 
on the defense and launched a de- 
fensive drive that tied the tcore, 19 
to It, with ten minutes to play. O.

Answer to Amerlcn's Problems Lies 
in £}xtenslve Program of 
Bdncntlon 

Dr. Rufus Von Klein Smtd. 
President of the Vnlverslty of South- 
ern California, gnd former Presi- 
dent of the University of Ari- 
zona, addressed an unusually large 
chapql attendance Monday, January 
11. Dr. Von Klein Smld (s a 
nationally known orator, as well as 
educator, and bis talk fairly sparkled 
with wit. He spoke of the signifi- 
cance of the next decade In the 
s-orld's history. Youth stands on the 
threshold of a generatipn more 
fraught with possibilUles,' pHviletes. 
and consequent responslbllitlei tban 
ever before. Dr. Von Klein Smtd 
epoke of tho danger of Amoriean 
provincialism and smug satisfaction 
as a detrimental feature In our na- 
tional development. 

America is realising that the an-* 
swer to her problems of the future 
les In an extensive program of educa- 
tion. This feeling Is manifesting 
Itself In the huge enrollments In pur 
colleges, according to President Von 
Klein Sipld. Columbia University 
has 80,000 students registered. 

Crowded conditions of the Instltu- 
tioni of learning is resulting in a cer- 
tain amount of confusion In the 
academic world. 

Three Important Factors
